August 19, 1998." The citation should say "showing use since August 19, 1999 ."

128779 against the claims of those applications. 

Examiner's attention is also drawn to the prosecution history of US Appl. Nos. 
11/543,991 and 12/088,080 in which, inter alia, the Examiner is also citing Aoki US 
2005-0163846 (corresponding to WO 03/043661) against the claims of those 
applications. 

Examiner's attention is also drawn to the prosecution history of US Appl. No. 
12/443,804, the file history of which had been previously brought to Examiner's attention 
in the pleading of the 6 th supplemental IDS filed October 6, 2009. 

As the file histories of each of U.S. Application Nos. 10/849,544, 11/543,991, 
12/088,080 and 12/443,804 are available in the Image rile Wrapper system, copies are 
not provided herewith to avoid duplicating copies. Applicants would be pleased to 
submit paper copies of each of the file histories for Examiner's review if Examiner 
prefers. 

Documents NPL1 and NPL2 are the ISR and IPRP for PCT/JP2006/3 19147, 
which is believed to correspond to US Appl. No. 12/088,080, which published as US 
2009-0148519 Al, which has previously been made of record in the 6th supplemental 
IDS filed October 6, 2009. 
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Documents NPL3 and NPL4 are the ISR and IPRP for PC17IB2007/004315, 
which published as WO 2008/062320, a copy of which is submitted herewith as FP1. 

Documents NPL5 is the IPRP for PCT/JP2005/005217, which is believed to 
correspond to US Appl. No. 10/594,436, which published as US 2008-0095839 Al, 
which has previously been made of record in the 6th supplemental IDS filed October 6, 
2009. The ISR has previously been made of record with the filing of the original IDS on 
September 26, 2006. 

Documents NPL6 and NPL7 are the ISR and IPER for PCT/JP2002/012132, 
which is believed to correspond to US Appl. No. 10/849,544, which published as US 
2005-0163846 Al, which has previously been made of record in the 1st supplemental 
IDS filed January 17, 2007 (and Form 892 as attached to the Office action of March 18, 
2009).
